This day having been prescribed by law for the biennial 
meeting of the Legislative Assembly of Washington Territory, 
the members elect of the Council convened in the Council Cham- 
ber, at 3 o'clock P. m., and were called to order by Richard Lane, 
Chief Clerk of the douna at its last session. °

Mr. Struve moved that the Secretary of the Territory be in- 
vited within the bar to administer the oath of office to the offi- 
cers elect of the Council. 

Motion carried. 


Mr. Struve called to the chair. 


Secretary Scott came within the bar and administered the 
oath of office to Hon, Wm. McLane, President; also to the oth- 
er officers of the Council. 

Mr. Bradshaw moved that the rules of order of: last session 
be adopted for the rules of order of the present session of the 
Council. 

Mr. Clarke moved to amend by the appointment of a com- 
mittee to prepare a report on the rules of order. 

Mr. Bradshaw rose to a point of order, and stated his point 
to be that the proposed amendment, if adopted, would destroy 
the original motion. 


Question of order sustained by the chair. 


Mr. Clarke moved an amendment that the rules of order of 
last session be adopted temporarily. 

Amendment lost, and question recurring on original motion, — 
it was carried, and the following rules and orders adopted for the 
government of the Council: 
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RULES OF THE COUNCIL, 
DUTIES AND POWERS OF THE PRESIDENT. 


1. The President shall take the chair at the appointed, hour 
to which the Council shall have adjourned; ‘shall call the mem- 
bers to order, and, on the appearance of a quorum, shall cause 
the journal of the preceding day to be read. 

2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may speak to 
points of order in preference to other members; shall. decide all 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Coùncil on Motion 
regularly seconded, and may vote in all cases. 

3. He shall declare all votes ; Sout if any member doubt 
the vote, the President shall order's return of the Council, with 
the number voting for or against, and déclare the result. 


4, He shall rise to put a question, or to address the Coun- 
cil, but may read sitting. 

5. ‘When the Council shall determine Te go into committee 
of the whole, the President shall appoint the member who shall 
take the chair. 

6. He shall propound all questions in the order they were 
moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in its nature 
except that, in filling blanks, and in assigning times for the con- 
sideration of business, the largest sum and longest time shall be 
put first. i 

7. He shall consider a motion to adjourn as always first in 
order, and it shall be decided without debate. 


8. He shall put the previous question in the following 
form: ‘ Shall the main question be now put ?” 

9. When two or more members rise at the same time, the 
President shall name the person to speak; but in all cases the ` 
member who shall first rise and address the’ chair, shall speak 
first. 

10, All committees, except such as the Council shall from 
time to time determine to'select, shall be nominated by the 
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President, unless a majority of the members be in favor of a nom- 
ination by the Council, in which case the nomination shal be 
made by the Council. 

11. . Every question of order which shall be decided on ap- 
peal shall be entered on the journal of the Council, with the de- 
cision thereon. ` 

12. The President shall have the right to name a member 
to perform the duties of the chair during his absence, but- such 
substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment.  ~

DUTIES OF SUBORDINATE OFFICERS. 


i3. AN messages from the Council to the House and to 
the Governor shall be carried by the Clerk, unless when the 
Council shall otherwise decide. 

i4. Incase the President shall be absent at the hour to 
which the Council was adjourned, the Council shall choose one of 
their members President pro tem. 

15. It shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-Arms to attend 
_the Council during its sitting, announce all messages, preserve 
order in the lobby of the Hall, and to execute all process issued 
by authority of the Council, and directed to him by the Presi- 
dent. 

16. The duty of the Door-Keeper shall be to give notice 
to the Council of all messages; to carry all messages the Council 
may require, private as well as public. When requested to call 
_ & member of the Council, he shall do so by name; he shall keep 

` the Hall clean, and have a good fire made therein by the hour of 
nine o’clock in the morning, when the weather requires it. — 

17. It shall be the duty of the Door-Keeper to attend the 
Council during its sittings, to keep the Council Chamber, and, 
committee rooms in perfect order, and in all things to execute 
the commands of the President.and of the Council from time to 
time. ` : 

DUTIES, RIGHTS AND DECORUM OF MEMBERS. 


18, When any member is about to speak in debate or de- 
liver any matter to the Council, he shall rise.from his seat and re- 
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spectfully address himself ‘to Mr.-President, and shall’ confine 
himself to the question under debate, and avoid personalities, 
And no member shall impeach the motive of another member’s 
yote or argument. 
19. If any member, ii speaking, or otherwise, transgress 
- the rules of the Council the President shall, or any member may 
call to order, in which case, the member so called to order shall 
immediately sit down, unless permitted’ to explain, and- the 
Council shall, if appealed to, decide the case, but without debate. 
If there be no appeal, the decision of the chair shall be submit- 
ted to. If the decision be in favor of the member called to or- 
der, he shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, and the case 
require it, he shall be liable to the censure of the Council, upon 
a vote of Swo-thirds of the members, 


20. If any member be called. to order for words spoken in 
debate, the person calling him to order shall repeat the words 
excepted to, and they shall be taken down in writing at the 
clerk’s table, and no member shall be held. to answer, or be sub- 
ject to the censure of the Council for words spoken in debate, if 
any other member has spoken, or other business has intervened, 
after the words are spoken, and before exceptions to them shall 
have been taken. 


21. No member shall interrupt another while eres 
except to call to order or correct a mistake. 


22, When a motion:has been once madé and carried in the 
affirmative or negative, it shall not be in order for any member 
who voted in the minority to move for a reconsideration. thereof; 
but any member who voted with the majority may move to re- 
consider on the same or the succeeding. day. A motion to recon- 
sider shall'not be postponed nor laid on the table without a time 
‘certain assigned for its further consideration. When a motion 
for reconsideration has heen decided, that. vote shall not be re- 
. considered. 


23. No member shall be uae to stand up to the in- 
terruption of another, while any member is’ speaking or other 
. 2c 
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person be permitted to stand in the alleys during the session of 
Council. 

24, When the lobby of the Council shall be ardered:to be 
cleared, the matter which may occasion such order shall be kept 
secret by each member, until the Council shall ordersuch injunc- 
tion of secrecy to be taken off 

25. When any member shall be guilty of a breach of any 
of the rules and-orders of the Council, and the Council hag deter- 
mined he has so transgressed, he shall not be allowed to vote or 
speak, unless by way of excuse for the same, wntil he has made _ 
satisfaction. . 

26. No member shall be permitted to vote on any ques- 
tion where his private right, distinct from public interest, is inr- 
mediately concerned. 

27. Every member who shall be in the Council when 
a question is put, where he is not ‘excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special reasons, shall 
excuse him; and when the yeas and nays are ordered, no mem- 
ber shall Jeave his seat until the vote is declared. In all elec- 
tions by the Council, or in joint ballot by the two houses, no 
member shall Jeave his seat after voting, before a return of the 
Council is had.

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- 29. The.President shall; wpon each day, announce to the 
Council the business in order, agreeably to the preceding rule, 
and no business shall be taken up or considered until the class to 
which it belongs ‘shall be declared to be’ in order; but ee 
from the Governor may be read at any time. 

30. Eyery motion shall be reduced to writing, if required 
by the President or any member, . 

31, Whena gpestion is taken by. ayes and noes; or a call 
of the Council is made, the names a the members shall be called 
alphabetically. 

32. A motion to non-coneur, except upon verbal PEREA 
shall not he in order; but in all other cases of concurrent action, 
the chair shall state the question affirmatively: “Will the Council 
concur?” 

33. No new motions or propositions shall be admitted un- 
der color of amendment, as a substitute for- the motion or ques- , 
tion under debate. 

34.: A motion to strike out being lost, shall N nei- 
ther amendments nor a motion to strike out and irisert, ` 

35. After a motion or order is stated or read by the Presi- 
dent and seconded, it shall be deemed to be in the possession of 
the Council, and shall be disposed of by vote of the Council. 
Any motion or order may “be withdrawn by the mover at ay 
time before the decision or amendment, `

41, No rule or order of the Council shall be altered or re- 
pealed, nor shall any new standing rule or order be adopted un- 
less one day’s previous notice thereof be given in each case, and 
such notice be entered on the joumal, Nor shall any motion 
suspending the rules be decided correct, wnless two-thirds of the 
members present vote in favor of such. suspension. ` 


39. Whena vote having been declared by the President is 
doubteå, the members for and against the question, when called 
on by the President, shall rise and stand till they are counted, and 
thé vote made certain, without any further debate; but a call 
for the ayes and noes shall be in order at any time before such js 
made certain and declared. 


40. A member who is absent from his seat when a vote is 
taken upon any question, shall not afterwards be allowed to vote 
on that question, except by consent of the Council. 

41, All engrossed bills and resolves shall be committed to 
the standing committee on Engrossed bills, to be strictly exam- 
ined, and if found by them to be strictly engrossed, they shall 
so report to the Council, and the same shall pass to be enacted 
without any further reading, unless, on motion of any member. 
a majority of the Council shall be in favor of reading the same 
as engrossed.

It shall be the duty of the Committee on Elections to ex- ` 
amine and report upon the certificates of election and other cre- 
dentials of the members yeturned to serve in the Council, and to 
take into consideration all other matters relative to contested 
elections, which may be referred to them. It shall be the duty 
of the Committee on Ways and Means to inquire into the finan- 
cial concerns of the Territory, and to “make a detailed report of 
the same, and take into conéideration all such other business as 
may be referred to them: and each of the other committees shall 
take into consideration all subjects and niatters which may be” 
referred to them. l 

PETITIONS, MEMORIALS, ETOC, 


43. All petitions, memorials and other papers, addressed 
to the Council, shall be presented by the President, or a men- 
ber in his place, and shall be endorsed with the name of the person 
presenting it, and the subject matter of the same. ‘They shall 
be read by the President, clerk, or such other person as the Pres- 
ident may request, and shall be taken up in the order they 
were presented, unless the Council shall otherwise direct. 

44, Alk resolutions, memorials and petitions shall. on pre- 
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sentation, lie one day on the table, unless otherwise ordered by 
the Council. : 


45. No bill shall pass to be engrossed until it shall have 
had three several readings ; the times fur the second and third 
readings shall be assigned by the Council; but if no objection 
is made. the second reading may be by title, and at the time of 
the first. The third reading in all cases must be in full, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Council. > 

46. Any member having obtained leave of absence, and 
having in his possession any papers relative to the business before 
the Council, shall leave the same with the clerk. 

47, The chairman *of every committee, other than the 
standing committees, that shall have business referred to it, shall 
make a report of its doings therein within four days after its ap- 
pointment. 


COUNCIL CHAMBER. 


48. No person not a member or officer of the Council, ex- 
cept members of the House, its secretary and assistants, the 
Governor, Secretary, Judges of the Supreme Judicial Court, the 
United States District Attorney, U. S. Marshal, reporters of 
the proceedings and debates of the Council, shall.be permitted 
within the bar of the Council, unless invited by the President 
or some member of the Council. 


49. In the absence of any resolve or order of the Council, 
the President shall have the general direction of the Council 
Chamber.

Your committee to whom was referred 
C. B. 9—An act conveying the title of the Territory of 
Washington of a certain tract of land to the county of Clarke. 
Have had the same under consideration, and submit the fol- 
lowing report: 


That the land in question is not the property of the Terri- 
c . 
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tory, there being no authority vested in the Territory by any act 
of Congress to hold or convey real property, and the Territory 
could derive that power from no other source. 


Upon investigation, your committee find that the title to 
the land this bill proposes to convey, remains in the United 
States, and that the possession of the same isin dispute be- 
tween the heirs of Mrs. Esther Short, claiming under the dona- 
tion law, and the Bishop of Vancouver, claiming under the act 

of Congress granting lands to the Catholic Missions. 

That Mrs, Esther Short, during her lifetime, undertook to 

convey her right to ten acres of land to the Territory of Wash- 
ington, for the sum of fifty “dollars, the money being donated 
by citizens of Clarke county, but the purpose for which said land 
was attempted to be conveyed, was the building of a Territorial 
Penitentiary wpon it, which, if erected, would have enhanced the 
value of adjacent lands belonging to the donor, and it is impos- 
sible for your committee to ignére the apparent truth that Mra, 
Short was indueed to convey her right to said land by the tacit 
pledge on the part of the Tesritory that the penitentiary should 
be erected upon it, a promise that the Territory does not now 
propose to fulfill. 

Your committee are informed that upon the demise of the 
donor she left by will her property, real and personal, to a help- 
less daughter, who is now residing at Vancouver. 

We therefore come to these conclusions from the facts: 

That the donor had no title when she donated this land to 
the Territory, nor have either her or her heirs since obtained one. 

* ‘That if she had, she failed to convey to the Territory as a 
title to the Territory would be void. 

That if she had conveyed, and the Territory could hold it, 
it would be in fraud of the heir of the donor. 

That the county of Clarke has shown no reason hy. che 
shoulé be entitled'to the land, as the fact of ‘her citizens contrib- 
uting the sum of fifty dollars as a nominal payment, gives the 
county no legitimate right to the land. 
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Your committee Tecommend therefore that the bill do not 
pass. : .

l of the Territory of Washington : 

Your Joint Committee, appointed by resolution of both 
houses to visit and report upon the condition and management 
of the Territorial Penitentiary, beg leave tu report that they 
have discharged that duty by making a personal inspection of 
the prison at Steilacoom. -The same is under the charge of 
Sheriff Isaac Carson of Pierce county and is managed by hi 
in a manner highly ereditable to him. 


The discipline maintained by him is humane and yet suffi- 
ciently strict- to enforce yood-order and obedience. 

The food furnished the prisoners is of a plain but whole- 
some nature. ` ` 


Several escapes have occurred during the past year, but 
your committee, upon an investigation of the facts, is fully sat- 
isfied that these escapes were not owing to the want of vigilance 
on the part of the officers. 

The building in which the prisoners are kept is very unsafe 
and entirely unfit for the purpose, for, by outside help, nothing 
would be easier than to effect a general jail-delivery. Your 
committee therefore considers it an important duty devolving . 
upon this Legislature to. effect such legislation as will render 
available the Congressional appropriation made for the building 
of a-Territorial Penitentiary. The Secretary of the Interior re- 
fuses to authorize the building of tlie Penitentiary until the title 
to the land designated by the Legislature for Penitentiary pur- 


i 
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poses is conveyed to the United States. Asa further precaution 
to secure the safe-keeping of the convicts, your committee would. 
recommend the passage of an act authorizing the purchase for the 
use of the Peniténtiary of the “Gardner Shackle,” an invention 
patented by a citizen of Oregon, and which, according to the 
best evidence before your committee, renders an. escape almost 
impossible. 

Your committee herewith submit a statement of Sheriff 
Carson, Showing the names of prigoners in Souenement when 
committed, and other fatts.

TERRITORY OF WASHINGTON, 


_ _Lhave received from your kondai body a large number 
of bills (not less than fifty) which have been sent in for my ap- 
proval. Allor nearly all of these bills are general laws which 
have been re-enacted as they now stand upon the statute books, 
These and many more of the same character, which have been 
passed by one or both Houses, or which are in the hands of the 
Select Joint committee of your honorable body, and which have 
not yet been reported for your consideration, are of equal and 
perhaps greater importance than those that have been passed. 
The object to be attained in the re-enactment of these laws is to 
embody them into a Code properly arranged and-printed as such, 

That this is desirable and perhaps necessary no one can 
doubt, But it is of far greater importance that in the compila- 
tion and re-enactment of these Jaws, they be thoroughly exam- 
ined, and that they receive the most critical revision and careful 
consideration at your hands. I think you will readily admit 
that the time bestowed upon those you have passed and that the 
time which now remains for the consideration of those: hereafter 
to come before you is entirely too limited for the exercise of that 
care which their importance demand. s 

This would create expense without attaining the purpose at 
which the codification of the laws aim. Among those which re- 
main to be passed, are 

” An act in relation to practice in the probate courts of Wash- 
ington Territory. ii 
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An act in relation to crimes and punishments, and proceed- 
ings in criminal cases, and an act relating to Justices of the 
Peace and their practice and jurisdiction. A proper considera- 
tion of these laws alone, will require much more time than re- 
mains of the present session. f 


In view of these facts I would respectfully | sba if it 
would not be wise and judicious to refer all these bills.to a com- 
mission to ‘revise digest and codify the laws of the Territory” 
and report to the next Legislature. i 

I would suggest that the commissioners be required to mect 
and devote sufficient time to this work to report it complete at 
the beginning of the next session of the Legislature. 

And that authority be given them to employ a: clerk and 
further, that there be made an appropriation of money sufficient 
to pay the commissioners and their clerk a reasonable compensa- 
tion for the time actually devoted to the work. 

This in my judgment would be true economy, and the only 
way in which the work‘could be.satisfactorily accomplished. 

It is much better that our laws should remain as they now 
are, than that their revision and re-enactment should be so has- 
tily and imperfectly done as to create the necessity of repeating 
the labor and expense of republication by a future Legislature.

Section 1 of this bill provides that the TETE is “ au- 
thorized and empowered to administer oaths, take dcpositiohs in 
all cases, and also take acknowledgments of deeds, and other in- 
struments in writing.”

It then follows that the Secretary is ineligible for any Ter- 
ritorial office, either by appointment, or election. 

The wisdom of this provision of the Organic Act, or the 
propriety of conferring this office by special legislative enactment 
need not be considered. .

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now.” Mr, Bradshaw rose and asked “if he meant him,” and 
before leaving his seat said: ‘You afe a liar and a scoundrel,” - 
and, leaving his desk, crossed the hall defiantly towards Mr. 
Newell. saying, as he went: ‘“ You are a liar and a scoundrel ; 
I will call you so, and will meet you any time, inside or outside . 
the bar.” The Sergeant-at-arms interfered and put his hand on 
Mr. Bradshaw. Mr. Bradshaw again said: “You are a liar 
and a scoundrel.” Mr. Newell then threw a glass tumbler at 
Bradshaw. Bradshaw fell. “The Sergeant-at-arms did not have 
hold of Bradshaw at the time. Newell then passed between the- 
railing and his desk to the open space to the right of the Presi- 
dent’s chair. Mr. Vansyckle was outside of the railing, and 
came in just as Mr. Newell took his stand in the‘open space: 
above mentioned. The President did not, command order, but 
the Sergeant-at-arms endeavored to perform his duty. without 
such order. We think the majority report of Smith and Van- 
syckle does great injustice to Mr. Newell, Mr. Bradshaw, on.. 
that occasion gave the first affront and showed the first hostile 
demonstrations ; and if the legal principle prevails that the 
aggressor is the culpable party, we can see no just reason for the 
unfair and unjust discrimination against Mr. Newell, contained 
in the majority report.
